SILENT KEY 


It is with regret that the Border Radio Club must announce the passing of 
Ralph Ward, Z22JD, on 9 August. Ralph was born on 6 June 1923 and grew up 
in Port Elizabeth where, after leaving school, he joined the Telegraph section 
of the Post Office. With his proficiency at Morse code and an interest in radio, 
Ralph became a radio amateur in the late 30’s. 


During WW? he served with the Signals Company of the 6th Infantry Brigade. 
After the war he worked at ZSQ, the Shore to Ship PO Coastal Station until he 
moved to the then Rhodesia and joined the Federal Broadcasting Corporation, 
later the Rhodesian Broadcasting Corporation. His call sign at that stage was 
ZE2JD. Ralph later joined the SABC in King Williams Town where he worked 
in the Transmitter Department till retirement age. His call sign was ZS2EW. 
Still very active, he joined the Ciskei Airways radio section where he worked a 
number of years before returning to Harare on semi retirement. His final call sign 
was Z22JD. Ralph was an antenna specialist and the March 1968 issue of Radio 
ZS contained his article on the design of “A HOMEBREW TRI-BAND BEAM”. 
Ralph leaves his son Clive and a grandson. We extend deepest sympathy to 
them, other relatives and friends.

The South African Amateur Radio Development Trust and Siemens Telecommu- 
nications invite nominations for the 2004 Siemens Radio Amateur of the Year 
Awards. There are two categories in which to nominate persons who have made 
a major contribution to Amateur Radio in South Africa. They are the Radio 
Amateur of the Year Award and the Young Radio Amateur of the Year Award. 
The first category is an open one while the second category is limited to nomi- 
nees under 25 years of age. The winners will each receive a cash prize of R1000 
and a certificate. Winners outside the Gauteng area will be provided with a 
return air ticket and accommodation. 


The awards are recognising technical innovation and the promotion and de- 
velopment of Amateur Radio. Activities such as arranging a public event or 
a DXpedition qualify for nomination. However, the awards are not made for 
personal achievements such as winning a contest or a DXCC.

PROPAGATION REPORT 


Sun activity has been very quite over the past week. Propagation conditions 
have not produced anything exciting, yet there has been a lot of activity on the 
bands. Sun activity is still on the decrease. It is expected to stabilise and start 
rising to a high point around next weekend. 


The sun spot count was 47,1 on Friday compared to the 74,4 of last week, 
conditions have thus weakened. The prospect of corona openings on the surface 
of the sun is not very favourable, it is expected that a weak defined opening 
may occur between 28 and 29 August with an associated improvement in DX 
conditions. During the past week, conditions in the USA were very good. The 
20 m band should be the best band to use with slight possibilities on the 15 m 
band.

LIGHTHOUSE 


During the past weekend, a large group of Radio Amateurs and interested per- 
sons, from the Hibiscus Coast Amateur Radio Club, helped to make a great 
success of the event, The radio team consisted of Gawie, ZS5R, (convenor), Gar- 
nett, ZS5ZT, Brian, ZS5AZH, Peter, ZS5SK, Wim ,ZS5XRL, Brian, ZS5BOJ, 
Maurice, ZS5BCA, and Mervyn, ZS5QI, the Master Chef.
